| Transportation Problems 


Loom Before Congress, 


Developments at Wash-; 


ington Indicate. 


Constitution Bureau, 
Raleigh Hotel. 

Washington, March 20.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—That the 
transportation problem is coming to 
the front more and more as an issue 
and will be prominent among tbe first 
questions considered by the next con- 
gress was evident by two develop- 
ments of today. 

For one thing it was revealed that 
President Harding has put to work 
eli the departments, commissions and 
bureaus of the government which deal 
with the transportation problem, in 
an effort to arrive at a suitable policy 
for the administration when recom- 
mendations are drafted next fall. 

At the same time, Senator Couzens, 
republican, of Michigan, during the 
Cay gave out a statement in which 
he criticized the present management 
ot the nation® railroads, declaring 
efficient handiing of locomotives alone 
would save 4 large companies of the 
United States approximately half a 
billion dollars annually. He also pre- 
dicted thut the problem could come 
before the next congress in a promi- 
vent way. 

Greatest Question. 

It is learned that leaders of both 
parties concede that the settlement of 
ihe railroad question will be the 
greatest dumestic question dealt with, 
and indications point to its assuming 
the proportions of the president’s pro- 
posal for American’ participation in 
the permanent court of international 
justice, with respect to the 
discussion expected to take place. 
thie reason administration 
bave started an investigation of the 
rubject eariv, hoping to have some 
concrete policy formulated by the con- 
vention of the GSth congress next De- 
cember, incidentally, a great amount 
of talk has beer heard in political cir- 
c'es favoring the ealling of an extra 
session to «enact legislation on the sub- 
ject,

| reduce costs is to cut wages. That 
does not require any laborious brain 
work. But why not concentrate on 
means of cutting costs without reduc- 
ing wages 
Anaesthetic Coming. 

proceeding to point out 
suggestions te improve 
vEesent conditions, Senator Couzens 
sbserved that the “railroad doctors 
were preparing to give the public an 
anaesthetic in preparation for an ope- 
ration to take place at the next ses- 
kon of congress,” adding that “the 
diaimosis wili be made while we are 
'nartially under the influence of this 
| anaesthetic, which will. consist most- 
ly of statistics, curve lines and all 
hinds of tables,” 

“The inadequacy of railroad facili- 
ties is admitted,” Senator Couzens 
said, “and this inadequacy is chiefly 
responsible for high operating costs 
and consequently excessive freight 
rates. There are volumes of testimony 
in the hands of the interstate com- 
merce commission and othe bodies in 
verification ef this. A study of the} 
records of the interstate commerce 
commission spowed vast opportunities 
for more efficient management. For 
example, for 18 years there has been 
he improvement in locomotive per- 
formance. Or the contrary, the fig- 
ures indicate positive losses in tractive 
efficiency auring this period. While 
the average tractive effort of locomo- 
tives in freight service bas increased 
*bout 60 per cent, freight train miles 
yer locomotive have decreased 16 per 
cent to 1919, with some recovery in 
1920, 

“Notwithstanding larger and more 
powerful l«comotives and inereased 
size of trains, the net ton miles per 
11,000 pounds of tractive effort in 1920 
| exacitty the same as it was in 
1903, 260,000. so that in all of these 
vears ther? realiy has been no im- 
provement. 

Possible Saving. 

“An examwinailon shows that the 
tniles per freight locomotive day aver- 
uge of the ten best railroads, shows 
74.2 miles, while the average for 39 
iarge roads is 63.4 miles.
